gan intensive training for the avia­ 
tion work at the largest 
school in 
1 e world for that purpose, situated 
„ Avoid, France. 
From this train- 
ug he was graduated in July and 
qualified for the service. 
Upon his 
arrival at the front he was a mem­ 
ber in several raids and during his 
stay at the front he has engaged in 
eleven such attacks. 
One of these 
was in the historic 
Verdun region. 
He saw six weeks’ active service. 
In the last of these attacks Lieut. 
Rdss suffered the injury to his leg 
when bits of shrapnel wounded him. 
The wound has healed but the young
